Had the objects 
of iny observations been men instead of 
women, the man who offered to borrow 
a nickel for car faro would have insulted 
the other, and one of them would have 
ordered that dinner for both and paid 
the bill, which, I may as well say, would 
have amounted to dollars instead of 
ceute.''-—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

•WHAT PKOPI.E ARK TAXED FOR. 


Mr. ReeJ'tt Congress, which seems to 


have bueo governed by the principle that 
the masses of the people should be taxed 
for the benefit of a few favored iudvidoals, 
subsidized the Pacific 
Mail Steamship 


Company, whose vessels ply between New 
York and San Francisco, connecting with 
the Panama Railroad. It was a part of 
the contract that the Steamship Company 
should touch at San Diego and receive and 
deliver mails and merchandise. 
Now it 


transpires that the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company, in addition to the subsidy of two 
or three hundred thousand dollars per 
annum, granted it by Congress is receiving 
a subsidy of a million or more dollars a 
year from tbe several transcontinental rail- 
roads. Tbe subsidy granted the company 
from tbe National Treasury U for the al- 
leged purpose of facilitating corofflerco; th'i 
snbaidy given it by the transcontinental 
railroads is for the purpose of keeping up 
tbe rates of transportation between the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts.' 


It so happens that there is a member of 


Bt*g« Robbery itucl Murder. 


BEDDTMG, CaL, May 14.—A stage rob- 


bery and murder occurred near here about 
C o'clock this evening. The Keildiog and 
Shasta stage had reached the top of a long 
grade some five miles from h«r» oa tbe 
river road, when it was stopped by tbe 
same twu highwaymen who stopped it 
Tuesday evening last. 
John Boyce was 


driving with a man named Bohr on the 
box beside him. 
Back Montgomery tbe 


messenger, was on the back seat inside. 
Tbe men were armed with shotguns and 
ordered the stage to stop and tbe passen- 
ger on the box to throw up his bands aud 
then ordered the box thrown oat, to which 
the driver complied. About this time the 
messenger got the drop on the hish way- 
man and fired. The highwayman dropped 
to his knees and then with his partner bid 
n the bushes aud returned the fire with a 
rifle. The messenger was shot in tbe navel 
and several more ballets were lodged in the 
seat. One passenger received three buck~ 
shot m the light kore. The robbers then 
disappeared with the boxed. 
The team 


then started to run away, but George 
Sahr held the lines. 


Congress named William Wallace Bowers, 
from the State of California, who, though a 
Republican, is not oue of the Reed brand. 
Mr. Bowers believes in froe coinage nud 
dosi not believe in subsidizing the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company for tbe purpose 
of keeping up transportation rates or se- 
curing its influence in elections. He has 
tbe courage of bis convictions aud dates to 
think and vote as he thinks in the House 
of Representatives. He directed attention 
to the fact that the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company, which, as stated, was subsidized 
by Mr. Reed's Congress, refuses to give 
the merchants of San Diego any facilities 
whatever, iu transporting freight. 
He 


showed that the company, during the last 
fourteen years, received $14,655,000 as 
subsidy from the transcontinental road*, 
and is now receiving $75,000 a month from 
those companies. For this reason it will 
not receive freight or passengers at sn 
American port and it keeps freight rates 
np to the railroad standard. 


"We have," say» Mr. Bowers, "firms do 


ing business in Sau Diogo, California, who 
desire to import merchandise direct, atu 
here is an American steamship company, 
receiving a subsidy from the United States 
Treasury, calling regularly at this Ameri- 
can port, and refusing to do any business 
vrith it. Under no goverement on the 
earth, except the United States, would 
each ou outrage be permitted." 


Tbe present Congress may spend time in 


discussing matters of very 1'ttlo importaco 
to the people or ben- lit to the country, 
and it deserves reprolmtion from the silver 
producing States for- succumbing to Wall 
Street influences, t it it his not yet legal-
